"The plan of segregating the pa­ 
tients, or centralizing these, has been 
[well carried out. It is evident to us 
all that during the last forty-eight 
hours the devolpment of ne*w cases 
has been very light. When the disease 
here first started a far greater num­ 
ber of cases was develqped in the 
same time. The new cases of the last 
forty-eight hours have been few and 
these have been well controlled. The 
physicians of the city have given aid 
in sending patients to the hospital 
promptly. This and the establishment 
of a strict quarantine when possible 
will work for good.

Toddling Boy Who Knows Nothing 
of W ar’s Terrors or of the Pres* * 
ent Turmoil Throughout 
His Empire. 


Molly Pitcher. 


The best known of all the Ameri­ 
can he/oiues of battle is Molly Pitch­ 
er, the story of whose adventure, es­ 
pecially on the battlefield 
at 
Mon­ 
mouth, is one of the most piteuresque 
incidents of the 
Revolutionary 
war. 
The early life of Molly is somewhat 
xague. She is supposed to have been 
born at Carlisle, Pa., on October 13, 
1744. Her right name was Mary Lud­ 
wig and while the soldiers were only 
familiar with her first name, calling 
her Molly, they soon applied the sec­ 
ond, because wherever they saw Molly 
they also saw the pitcher with which 
she carried water to the sick and 
wounded in the camps. 


Several w riters claim that Molly 
came; to this country from Germany 
with her parents ,who were among 
the Palatines. The first information 
we have of her is that she was em­ 
ployed as a servant in the family of 
General Irvine, at 
Carlisle, and on 
July 24, 1769, was married to John 
Hays, a barber. On December I, ’775, 
her husband was commissioned a gun­ 
ner in Proctor’s IFirst Pennsylvania 
artillery, Continental line, and Molly 
followed him to the field. This was a

soldiers to do, their time being spent 
in laundering for the officers. 
At the assault at Fort Clinton she 
showed much pluck and also during 
the following year in the important 
battle of Monmouth, X. J. in tho latter 
battle her husband, a gunner, had fall.

place when he became incapacity i d, 
it is said she dropped her pail, s* z- 
ed the ram m er and vowed that she 
would avenge his death. She. proved 
an excellent substitute, her courage 
exciting the admiration of all, and 
on the following morning, in lier soil­ 
ed garm ents, General Greene present­ 
ed her to Washington, who praised 
her gallantry and commissioned her a 
sergeant, 
i 
it is related she 
received 
many 
presents from the French officers and 
that she would sometimes pass along 
the French lines, cocked hat in hand 
and would get it almost filled with 
coins. She is said to have served in 
tho array nearly eight years in all. 
Later she was placed on the list of 
half-pay officers and for many yea rf 
after the Revolution lived at the C ar­ 
lisle barracks, cooking and washing 
for the soldiers. 
Tile house in which she spent her 
later years in Carlisle was demolish­ 
ed in recent years. She died on Janu­ 
ary 22, I $23, at the age of 79, and 
was buried with military honors, but 
her grave remained unmarked until 
I$76, when Peter Spahr ,of Carlisle, 
conceived the idea of erecting a mon­ 
ument and collected *he money for 
the same. 
A monument on the battlefield of 
Monmouth further commemorates Moi 
Pitcher, a bas-relief representing 
her in the act of ramming a cannon. 
She also figures in George Washing­ 
ton Parke Custis’ painting,’“The Field 
of Monmouth.” So familiar had the 
heroine of Monmouth become flint 
tao name ‘‘Molly Pitcher ’ was applied 
b> the Continental soldiers, in their 
hot and weary march through Ne • 
•Jersey, to any woman who brough * 
them water to drink. 
“Molly” is credited with having re­ 
marked at a banquet al which there 
were a number of British soldiers, 
when she was called upon 
to 
toast 
King 
George: 
“When 
Washington 
leads his soldiers into battle, God help 
King George.”

Peking.—Little Pu-Yi Is an innocent 
bit of a boy who knows no more of 
the terrors of war than of the mys­ 
teries of chop suey in an American 
restaurant.

For many years before Tsi 
An died in 1908, she was virtual ruler 
of China. 
Pu-Yi would not be 
emperor of I 
China if he had not been chosen by 
Tsi An. 
This woman is an example 
of the possibilities in the political 
system in that land. When Hlen Feng 
ascended the throne In 1851 Tsi An 
was one of his concubines of the fifth 
class. The real empress had no son, 
and when Tsi An gave biryi to a son 
in 1856 she was raised to the rank 
of empress. 
Mien Feng died in 1861. 
Tsi An practically ruled until her 
death, although there had been nom­ 
inal emperors—Tur.g Chi and Kwang 
Su. 
The last named died almost ai 
the same time as Tsi An. 
He was 
childless and Tsi An is said to have 
chosen his infant nephew, Pu-Yi, as 
his successor. Prince Chun, fathei of 
the 
baby, 
was 
appointed 
regent. 
Prince Chun is twenty-nine years o.d, 
and has exercised much influence at 
court since he was sent on a mission 
to Germany in 1901. 
When Pu-Yi was proclaimed 
em­ 
peror he was declared the adopted 
son of the emperor, Tung Chi, In or­ 
der to maintain an imperial tradition 
that had been violated by Tsi An 
when the late emperor came to the 
throne.
